B crewmen missing 
More aircraft 
downed in VH 


SAIGON (AP) — The U. S. 


Command announced today the 
loss of another fighter-bomber 
over North Vietnam and a heli- 
copter in South Vietnam just 
below the demilitarized zone. It 
said 
all 
eight 
Americans 


aboard the two aircraft were 
missing. 


This raised to 35 the number 


of U.S. aircraft the Command 
has reported lost in Indochina 
since Dec. 18, when the two- 
week aerial blitz on Hanoi and 
Haiphong was launched. The 
U.S. Command in daily commu- 
niques has reported a total of 
107 Americans killed, captured 
or missing In these crashes, the 
costliest air losses of the war. 


While the bombing halt above 


the 20th parallel continued, the 
U.S. Command reported contin- 
uing heavy B52 and fighter- 
bomber strikes in the four 
provinces of the North Vietna- 
mese panhandle. 


A total of 45 B52 strikes that 


dropped about 1,200 tons of 
bombs and 140 fighter-bomber 
strikes were reported 
flown 


against North Vietnam during 
the 24 hours ending at 3 a.m. 
today. 


An A6 fighter-bomber was 


shot down early today about 35 
miles northwest of Vinh and the 
two crewmen are missing, the 
Command reported. 


The second aircraft loss was 


an-.Army UH1 helicopter that 
disappeared Monday evening 
over enemy territory in eastern 
Quang Tri province just below 
the DMZ. Four crewmen and 
two U.S. advisers to the South 


Vietnamese paratrooper divi- 
sion were aboard. 


The South Vietnamese mili- 


tary command reported anoth- 
er 
round 
of 
Communist 


terrorist attacks had raised ci- 
vilian casualties to more than 
100 in South Vietnam In the 
past four days. 


The Saigon command said a 


provincial capital and three dis- 
trict towns In the Mekong Delta 
and a village northwest of Sai- 
gon were shelled during the 
night, with a total of nine civil- 
ians killed and 35 wounded. 
And In Saigon, an explosive de- 
vice ripped through a coffee 
shop near the Tan Son Nhut air 
base just before dawn, wound- 
Ing three civilians, spokesmen 
said. 


This brought civilians casu- 


alties from shelling and land 
mines reported since Sunday to 
23 killed and 86 wounded. 


Hanoi, meanwhile, broadcast 


new charges of "extermination 
bombing" by U.S. B52s in the 
southern third of North Viet- 
nam below the 20th parallel. 
Radio Hanoi said B52 raids 
Monday on several residential 
areas "caused heavy losses to 
civilian life and property." 


Hanoi also claimed that two 


B52s were shot down before 
dawn today in Nghe An prov- 
ince but made no mention of 
the crews. 


The U.S. Command said it 


had no B52 losses to report.

He makes 'plugs' for programs *n address 


60v. Bumpers co//s for 
A6oW, new directions' 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers urged the state 
legislature Tuesday night to 
give his programs careful con- 
sideration. He said that "bold 
new directions" must be taken 
if "we are to be treated with 
anything less than contempt." 


He made the remarks in his 


inaugural address at the state 
Capitol, which was attended by 
about 300 persons, many of 
them state employes and mem- 
bers of the Bumpers adminis- 
tration, who braved freezing 
temperatures and icy streets to 
listen to the address. 


His 30-minute speech was in- 


terrupted by applause once, 


when he said he believed there 
^ould never be a better time 
than now to begin a public 
school kindergarten for the 
state. 


He also plugged strongly for 


other education needs, 
in- 


cluding free textbooks for high 
schools, the preservation of wil- 
derness areas in the state, ex- 
pansion of the University of Ar- 
kansas Medical Center, and ad- 
ditional improvements at the 
state prisons. 


In a last-minute additional to 


the speech, Bumpers strongly 
objected to a request by the 
cities and counties for a flat 
seven per cent of state general

And 
Republican 
senators 


voted Tuesday to let their GOP 
colleagues elect ranking mem- 
bers of Senate committees in- 
stead of having them named 
automatically. 


Taken together, the develop- 


ments constitute the heaviest 
attack on the seniority system 
since it became entrenched in 
Congress 60 years ago. 


The House Democratic panel, 


heavily weighted with senior 
members,

animously approved an antise- 
niority measure 
backed by 


younger congressmen. 


It would require a vote by the 


House Democratic caucus- 
composed of all Democratic 
members—on each committee 
chairman.

Bumpers, who was sworn in 


to his second two-year term 
earlier in the day, praised the 
accomplishments of the 1971 
legislature and challenged the 
current General Assembly to be 
"as progressive, as responsive 
and as concerned." 


"Never before in our history 


has there been a more harmo- 
nious working relationship be- 
tween the executive and legisla- 
tive branches in working to 
solve the economic, educational 
and social problems of our 
people," Bumpers said of the 
1971 legislature. He asked whe- 
ther historians 
also 
would 


record the 69th General Assem- 


bly "as one which seized a 
golden opportunity to .begin 
cieatue and bold new--pro- 
grams; one that faced and 
courageously provided for the 
long unmet needs of a deserv- 
ing people." 


Apparently alluding to state- 


ments by some legislators that 
they would press for a tax cut, 
the governor said the last ses- 
sion enacted tax reforms that 
eliminated unfair exemptions 
and the current General As- 
sembly "should not allow this 
dike to be breached" by allow- 
ing additional loopholes and ex- 
emptions. "We must convince 
the taxpayers that their money 
is being spent in a prudent 
manner and for legitimate pur- 
poses," he said. 


"If we subordinate the public 


good to the private interests, to 
the vested interests, to the lob- 
byists with the greatest politi- 
cal clout, then we will have for- 
saken 
those 
hundreds of 


thousands who have no spokes- 
men, no lobbyists, and who are 


totally dependent upon our no- 
bler instincts for the 
full- 


fillment of their dreams and 
expectations," Bumpers said. 


Bumpers also said additional 


improvements must be made at 
the state's prisons. He said that 
until decent housing, decent 
food and adequate medical 
services are provided "very 
little in the way of rehabilita-

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff says the only reason given 
him for the heavy bombing of 
the Hanoi-Haiphong area last 
month was that it was a contin- 
uation of the administration's 
bomb-or-negotiate policy. 


Adm. Thomas H. Moorer,

Dr. Malcolm Maley of Texarkana was Tuesday's

Dr. Maley discussed in laymen's terms some of the 


facts and fantasies concerning Allergies. "The public 
doesn't know loo much about allergies," he said, "They 
see the symptoms, not the underlying cause." Allergies 
are definitely inherited. At the present time studies show 
that only one of four people is completely allergy free. 
Since freedom from allergies is not a criteria for 
selection of a marriage partner and raising a family, and 
since allergies are inherited, it would seem to be only a 
matter of a short time until we will all be allergic to one 
thing or another. 


Normally one thinks of hay fever, asthma, hives or 


some other skin irritation when an allergy is mentioned, 
but an allergy can manifest itself in practically any part 
of the human system as the organs react to irritants and 
rebel against the irritating agent. 


An allergy, as such, cannot be treated. We are stuck 


with it from birth even though we may not find it out until 
late in life. We can, however, treat the symptoms. On 
discovering the irritating agent one can avoid exposure 
to the irritant. The body chemistry can be altered and 
anli bodies produced. For example, specific medication 
can be given for insect sting to neutralize the allergy to 
the insect venom.

In the audience were many 


legislators and state employes 
and administration 
officials, 


with many dressed in evening 
clothes for the inaugural ball 
that followed the reception. 


Chief Justice Carleton Harris 


of the state Supreme Court in- 
troduced Bumpers as a gover- 
nor who has met "in every re- 
spect the standards the people 
of Arkansas expected." 


In his speech, Bumpers said: 


"I call on all our people to join 
me in building on her strengths 
and eliminating her weak- 
nesses. Join me in reaching for 
new horizons, in creating a new 
society that includes all and ex- 
cludes none." 


Bumpers outlined major fea- 


tures in his program for the 
69th General Assembly, empha-

ments. 


He also registered again his 


strong objections to earmarking 
7 per cent of state general rev- 
enue funds for the cities and 
counties. 


Rep. L. L. "Doc" Bryan of 


Russellville described Bump- 
ers' package as a "bold, new 
forceful program," but he said 
he thought the governor would 


have trouble with his request 
for $10 million to buy wilder- 
ness areas and for about $10 
million over the next two fiscal 
years to begin a statewide kiiv 
dergarten program. 


Foster predicted that the leg- 


islature would pass the cities 
and counties bill over Bumpers' 
objections and that the gover- 
nor would veto the measure. 
Asked if the legislature would 
override a veto, Foster said 
that would be difficult. 


Rep. Charles "Bubba" Wade 


Jr. of Texarkana said he did 
not realize that Bumpers would 
"dwell" on his opposition to the 
cities and counties bill and said 
the governor was "in trouble in 
that area." 


Bell said Bumpers outlined 


his plans "very clearly." The 
senator, chairman of the Senate 
Education Committee, said he 
was pleased that the governor 
emphasized the needs of educa- 
tion. 


Rep. Mike Wilson of Jackson- 


ville said he was inclined to 
support the governor's pro- 


gram, adding that he did not 
detect "a lot of bitter opposi- 
tion to anything he proposed." 


"He'll get a lot of what he 


wants because I think a lot of it 
is what most of the 
folks 


Want," Wilson said.

NEW YORK— (NBA)—It's nobody's business who won

I played Debbie iThe Pearl) Mason three games of 


one-on-one basketball recently. We played in the Queens 
College gym, her home court. It began as an odd experi- 
ence, and it ended that way. 


I mean, playing against a woman is not like playing 


against Big Red at the Y, although Big Red also defies 
logic sometimes. Like he'll wear one black gym shoe 
and one white gym shoe and explain, "So what, they're 
almost the same size, aren't they?"

sex game: my grunting male chauvinism. I was a little 
cross-eyed at the thought of losing to a broad. 


I had heard about Debbie Mason. About how she was

About how she led 
the team to the New York State championship (she was 
named the outstanding player) and to fifth place in the 
national tournament. 


And I had heard about her moves, the quick hips and 


double-pump jumps that made the crowds roar and that, 
inevitably, pinned on her the nickname, "The Pearl," 
in admiring comparison to Earl Monroe of the New York 
Knicks. 


And I had heard that Debbie had recently been invited 


to participate in the U.S. women's basketball team try- 
outs. Between 50 and 75 women have been asked to come 
to the training camp at Parsons College in Iowa from 
Aug. 26 to Sept. 9. Sixteen will be chosen to play in the 
World Games in Moscow in 1973. 


So she has been practicing daily indoors, often playing 


one-on-one games against men. I had never seen Debbie 
play, but as I laced my sneakers in the locker room, I 
had the feeling I was just one of many flies about to 
enter the spider's web. 


The Queens College gymnasium is huge, and baskets 


seem to grow endlessly above the gleaming floor. I saw 
Debbie, a slight girl, eating up a sweat-suited man at one 
far basket. She is 5-5 and weighs 112 pounds. She has Ihe 
beginnings of an Afro. She wore a knee brace on her left 
leg and, justifiably, a T-shirt which said, "Superstar 
(from the rock opera, "Jesus Christ Superstar"). 


It turns out that Debbie has all the moves I had heard 


about, and more and better besides. She can dribble 
behind her back and between her legs. She can shoot in 
close with either hand; her jump shot is up, behind her 
right ear and off her finger-tips before I—that is, 
one- 


can catch one's balance from the stutter dribble. She's 
a nimble defender and is said'to be a hell of a passer. 


She learned this from school yards, she says. She saw 


the boys at it, and wanted to join in. She has had no trou- 
ble playing in outdoor games. When she asks to run with

someone in the next game, they usually say sure—out 
of curiosity. 


"The guys don't take me too seriously at first," she

women. Other women, she says, are often envious of 
her, "Why do you play basketball?" they ask. 


"Because I like it," she replies. "They sometimes think 


I'm insane, the way I practice so hard. But 1 want to 
get ahead. I want to excel. I find that women don't usual- 
ly work hard at very many things. They don't under- 
stand what it takes. And they'll never know that great 
feeling of driving through .a little, little space and then 
floating high up there in the air," 


After playing Debbie, 1 had this new realization. For 


the first time in my life, I was with a woman and she 
was just another human being—not simply, simplistically, 
a woman, 


We played hard, we played competitively, and the 


equality of camaraderie was absolute. 


The blushing difference reared up only after I per- 


formed that sportingly chummy gesture of patting her 
on the rump after a good play. And I seemed lo do that 
frequently. Out of pure instinct.

Because all the memo- 
ries that swirled over me were of bright sunlit autumn 
days, yellow chrysanthemums, sounds of cheering and 
the smug accomplishment of victory. 


So 1 snapped up the chance to be a part of a new athletic 


career. "Sure, I'll drive," I said, sealing my fate. 


The sky was puffy and gray as 1 arrived at my son's 


school at 2 p.m. in my battered Ralph Nader-reject station 
wagon. Nine gangly boys of assorted sizes loped up to 
the car. 


"Poor Ryan," said one. "I couldn't do anything if my 


mother was going to watch." 


Fortunately, my own son and the rest of the group didn't 


seem to notice that there was a breathing body behind tlu- 
wheel of the car. Their conversation didn't include the 
driver. 


"Say," said one eighth grader. "You got butterflies like 


I do?" 


"Naw," sneered a veteran ninth grader. "I don't have 


any butterflies. I'm just nervous that's all." 


We arrived at. the nearby park where freshly limed 


lines on the asphalt bicycle path indicated the route of the 
cross-country marathon. 


As the boys scrambled out and began to warm up, the 


swollen clouds began to leak and the peaceful country 
scene was cast in a half-light to welcome the rain. 


A plot of newly seeded lawn covered with barnyard 


fertilizer began to steam in the sudden chill and the flies 
swarming the site quickly chose my car as a haven My 
three-year-old son and 1 wore driven to the front fender 
where we huddled under an umbrella lhat had two broken 
ribs.

The same old helpless prayers for success moved my 
lips as I watched my young son move into ninth pl<?"<>. 


The group rounded the first clump of trues, looped 


around the tennis court and headed off into the woods. 


I hid behind a clutch of cheerleaders to observe the 


finish without being seen. And, as my son streaked by, 
he had a peculiar look on his face, a look both foreign and 
familiar to me. 


I'd never seen him strain every fiber in his body. I'd 


never seen his eyes fixed on a finish line with a red-tinted 
glow like a cat's eyes in the dark. 


But it was the same look I'd seen on my football player 


husband's face — sometimes through binoculars as he 
strode to the line of scrimmage on a third down and 15 
play—sometimes after a game when he'd thrown three 
interceptions. 


It was a look of grit, gumption and gall. And it meant 


that win, lose, or draw, he'd try it again, harder. 


The pack streaked by and my son finished third. Third, 


out of 20! Not bad, I thought, for a first try. 


A jolly group rode back to school with me, happy to 


have the first meet behind them. 


"Hey, what's my mom going to say when I tell her I 


came in 20th''" joked one boy. 


"Simple," laughed another. "Better luck next time, 


son." 


We headed home, the three-year-old asleep on the front 


seat. I was wondering to myself if I had time to wash my 
hair, which had turned to concrete in the rain, and if the 
family would mind hash for supper. 


My son, the long-distance runner, had other things on 


his mind. "I'm staying after school tomorrow, Mom. To 
practice," he said abruptly. 


"You know, I almost had second place. With some prac- 


tice, maybe . . ." and his eyes fogged over with that 
determined look again. Gumption, and gall. 


My 13-year stint in the football stadium cheering for 


my husband was simply a practice run for what I see 
ahead of me.

lice have identified the sniper 
they killed on a hotel rooftop as 
a young Kansas black whose 
minister says he "hated white 
folks." 


Supt. Clarence Giarrusso lold 


n news conference Tuesday 
thai Ihc sniper was Mark J. Es- 
sex, 23, of Emporia and added: 
"There's some evidence of a 
conspiracy by other people, but 
I cannot positively tell you 
yet." 


Six persons were shot to 


death and 17 injured in the 
sniping incident. 


Giarrusso nlso said: 


— Ballistics prove a .44 


magnum carbine found next to 
Essex' body was the same wea- 
fxin that killed a young police 
cadet and wounded a policeman 
in New Orleans'Oh New Year's 
Eve. 


— Police "have evidence 


thai would lead to both con- 
clusions" — that Essex was the 
only sniper on the roof of the 
Down Town Howard Johnson's 
hotel, and lhat one or more fel- 
low snipers were with him and 
escaped. 


Asked whether his reference 


lo conspiracy meant he had 
evidence Essex belonged to a 
militant organization, Giarrusso 
said: 


"I'm not certain about that 


yet ... ( b u t ) conspiracy in the 
sense thai il may have been 
two, 
three or four people; a 


small number — you know, it 
doesn't take many to form a 
conspiracy —• who were intent 
to kill people. And that's the 
sum and essence of il." 


He said the carbine was the 


.same weapon that cut down ca- 
det Alfred Marrell, 19, as he 
stepped in front of police head- 
quarters 
10 days 
ago 
and 


wounded Patrolman Edwin C. 
Hosli Sr.. 18 minutes later a 
few blocks away. 


At the time of the 
New 


Year's Eve shootings, Giar- 
russo said, "We had some in- 
formation — reason to believe 
people were going to hurt 
someone when Harrell and Hos- 


II were taken to Charity Hospi- 
tal." 


On the basis of that informa- 


tion, during the sniping he de- 
ployed extra officers at the hos- 
pital, where following a brief 
disturbance a man with a shot- 
gun was arrested. 


In Essex* hometown of Em- 


poria, the Rev. W. A. Cham- 
bers, his family's minister, said 
young Essex had developed a 
militant dislike for whites when 
he carne home from the Navy. 


In Washington, the Navy said 


Essex was given a general dis- 
charge for unsuitabilily Feb. 
10, 1970. A spokesman said this 
lype 
of discharge 
involves 


"character and behavior dis- 
orders" but would not elabo- 
rate. 


Meanwhile, police debated 


whether there was more than 
one sniper. 


fiiar"f us^'Ka^e Ihdse) reasons 


to think Essex wasn't alone: 


— After his death, a hclicop- 


ler which participated in a po- 
lice seige on the hotel was fired 
upon. "You'd have lo assume 
the police hit Ihe plane (if Es- 
sex was alone). This is pos- 
sible, but highly improbable." 


— After Essex died, several 


policemen saw another person 
on the roof. "There were very, 
very many shots taken at this 
person while this person, or 
this ghost allegedly moved.... 
I can't believe that the police- 
men ... were all hallucinat- 
ing." 


— Policemen heard foul lan- 


guage and shouting and talking 
on the rooftop after Essex was 
killed. 


Giarrusso cited these reasons 


for believing Essex acted alone. 


— "There has been but one 


person found." 


— "Our men insist the area 


was adequately sealed off." 


However, under close ques- 


tioning, Giarrusso conceded 
that "there was a time span 
prior to our receipt of the plans 
of the building that an un- 
obvious exit from the roof 
would have enabled other per- 
sons, if there were any, to 
leave the roof and go to anoth- 
er floor."

chairman. Bush got furrows in 
his brow when he tried — and 
failed — to keep Nationalist 
China in the United Nations in 
October 1971. 


During his turn-of-the-century 


presidency, Roosevelt helped 
what is now Panama to break 
away from Colombia and be- 
come independent. Some well- 
placed U.S. Marines kept Co- 


lombian troops from getting to 
Panama City when the revolt 
broke out. As a result, the Un- 
ited States was able to buy the 
land for the Panama Canal 
cheaply. 


Ambassador Aquilino Boyd of 


Panama made a formal request 
on Tuesday that the 15-nation 
Security Council meet in Pan- 
ama's legislative palace March 
15-21. The council will decide 
next week whether to make the 
trip, but Boyd appears assured 


of more than the nine votes he 
needs. 


The proposed theme for the 


meeting is international peace 
and security in Latin America, 
but it is understood that means 
the stalled negotiations for a 
new canal treaty between the 
United States and Panama. 


"Going to Panama without 


discussing the canal would be 
like going to church and not 
praying," said Boyd. 


U.S. sources predict that 


while the meetings take place 
there will be demonstrations by 
Panamaniansdemandingsover- 
eignty over the canal and tours 
of the Canal Zone by council 
members. 


A trip through the tight little 


American enclave in the midst 
of sovereign Panama should 
provide plenty of material for 
the rhetoric of Chinese Am- 
bassador Huang Hua and Soviet 
envoy Jacob Malik.

dent of the council that month. 


The negotiations for a new 


canal treaty began in 1964 after 
student riots and clashes be- 
tween U. S. and Panamanian 
troops. 


The 1903 treaty under which 


the United States built the ca- 
nal gives it control in "perpetu- 
ity." Boyd said Panama wants 
to take over the canal by 1994.

The standard no-trump has 


a point count range of 16-18 
but many good players pre- 
fer to reduce it to 15-17. Oth- 
ers use 154- to 17-4- or 16- 
to 18—, which is about the 
same thing. 


We don't care which you 


use provided you don't go 
all out and use 15-18. Use of 
15-10 gives you a chance to 
bid more no-trumps but it 
also muddies the picture. 


We use 16-18 with minor 


adjustments. 
In 
particular 


we arc careful not to open 
no-trump with 18 points and 
a hand with extra playing 
potential such as the South 
hand shown in the box. 


South has 
18 high card 


points but. also a strong five- 
card suit that wilt probably 
take four tricks by itself. 


Thus we approve heartily

Dear Dr. Lamb—We read 


your article on tobacco and 
emphysema. 
My 
husband 


has 
emphysema—not 
too 


bad—but enough. Our doctor 
told him to stop smoking. He 
has sincerely tried every- 
thing he knows. He has cut 
down but not stopped. For 
the first month he did not 
smoke 
at all. Then 
he 


started smoking one or two, 
They did not even taste good 
any more, but the urge to 
smoke still hangs on, and 
people do not help either. 


Is there anything or any- 


one we can get help from? 
Perhaps you can 
suggest 


something—anything. 


Dear Header—Considering 


the serious health aspects of 
cigarette smoking, particu- 
larly in someone who al- 
ready has emphysema, I be- 
lieve you must regard, stop- 
ping smoking as an impor- 
tant medical treatment. It is 
probably 
more 
important 


than any other single medi- 
cal thing that can be done 
for your husband. I believe 
it's so important that if so- 
ciety permitted, these people 
should be put in a room and 
locked up until their tobacco 
habit was cured. We isolate 
people with infectious dis- 
eases and 1 suspect, consid- 
ering the nature of our so- 
ciety, we need to isolate 
some 
inveterate 
cigarette 


smokers to help them stop 
their habit. We really need 
a type of facility in our so- 
ciety where people can go 
and slay until they have 


licked the cigarette habit, 
perhaps 
tobacco 
sanitar- 


iums. 


You are quite right about 


the point that people don't 
holp. -.Very 
pftBiv 
one's 


"friends" 
are 
responsible 


for preventing someone from 
being able to stop the cigar- 
ette habit. I might add that 
sometimes it's the spouso 
that is guilty of the sabo- 
tage. When this occvirs. The 
individual who sabotages tho 
person's effort to stop smok- 
ing is just as guilty as if he 
had 
token 
the 
medicine 


away from the person who 
needed medicine to treat his 
asthma, 
diabetes, 
or any 


other serious illnuss. 


One of the best techniques 


in stopping smoking is to 
change your entire environ- 
ment. 1 believe that if I were 
in your husband's position 
£ind had 
emphysema and 


really needed to quit smok- 
ing, I would take a month's 
vacation and leave the en- 
tire vicinity and everyone 
who would tend to keep me 
from stopping smoking, oven 
if this meant 
leaving the 


country on a vacation. Then 
when 1 came back and was 
around people who tried to 
get me to smoke or con- 
tributed to the habit, I think 
I would gently remind them 
that they were really con- 
tributing to rny health prob- 
lem and that it was impor- 
tant to my health not to re- 
sume smoking. Then if they 
persisted, 1 would tell them 
that I really didn't believe 
we could continue any basis 
of friendship. 


Of course, your 
interest 


and support will go a long 
way in helping your hus- 
band with this difficult prob- 
lem. It's not easy to stop 
smoking, and you need all 
the help you can get to do it.
